Famine's Fearful Ravages 

The l^ltsry In the Poena DIstrlot Bsggsn 

Deunptlon- StarvlKg Hymanlly In 

HynD'rvdg— Ciy for Hslp. 

The horrors wrought by this dire 
pestilence need not he mentioned here, 
as readers are all acquainted with the 
lueis oi It. Ones St has taken bold, its 
pTOgrcas cannot be Impeded, and one 
has only to picture himself In a village 
standing In the midst oi a fnmily 
group of Hindoos who nrc In the 
greatest state of excitement and be- 
wilderment, rushing madly hero and 
there, while numbers fail down 
writhing In pain, and in a few minutes 
tbe soul taiies its flight. The hor- 
rors wrought by tbe bubonic plague 
are dttUcult adequately to describe. 
One can picture it to Defoe's realistic 
description c£ the great plague of Lon- 
don. When tbe first signs of the epi- 
demic breuk' out iu a bouse, the other 
members of the family desert the place 
and fly for their lives. The unhappy 
victim la thus left alone till deaib re- 
lieves his suBEerlngs. Nor do they get 
clear of It, for In going out of the 
place they carry the germs of the 
disease with them Iu their scanty 
bedding aud utenslla, which In a few 
days after their arrlyal at a new vil- 
lage, breaks out again. To eradicate 
the growth of this, the Government 
have adopted stringent measures— all 
passengers by trains- from lufeuied 
parts being subjected to a strict doc- 
tor's examination and quarantined. 

Going further in Into the villages li: 
souie parts, one ceuld see the funeral 
pyre of the Hindoo for ghastly cre- 
mation, deserted the moment It Is lit, 
and then abandoned to the 

Jaclcals and Vultures 

There one sees tbe gboullsb Moham- 
medan cemetery, where tbe bodies of 
the dead and dying ,iro tossed nnd 




dragged, and where not one foot of 
earth coverE them. So few of the 
living are left to remove tbe dead that, 
as in London, the death-cart goes its 
ronuds and disposes of the victims 
wholesale. 

Tbe city of Poena seems* to be the 
worst of all the great- Indian cities ; 
In fact. It seems to tbe onlooker to be 
under a curse. Two-thirds of Us na- 
tive population have died or fled, nnd 
among the remaining third there are 
eleven hundred deaths a week. The 
two new features of this fresh out- 
'urfii'-; "f the psstilencu, v.'blch began 
at ihe end of February Irtst, and at- 
tained Its daily maximum at the end 
of June, keeping that up ever slnee, 
.nrc these, the blni-k death and the 
fatal infection of Europeans. The 
latter is chiefly due to the Impossibility 
of nurses and phyaieians and bencT- 
olent persona dealing with tbe hun- 
dreds who crowd tbe bospilols, and yet 
they must wort on till they themselves 
droD. 

Since August let, five hundred vic- 
tims a day have filled the 
Plague Hospital, notwithstanding the 
fact that 104 have been returned as 
cured iu the first fortnight. 

Ismail Beg, the police inspector, who 
bus just been rewarded by Govern- 
ment for his loyalty and ability, died 
in a few hours, his tongue aud face 
turning biaeli. 

Khac Bahadur JussuU, who volua 
tecicil to loot nfter the hoapUal for 
his co-rellglonists, succumbed similar- 
ly. The Hindoos 

Cry to Bam, 

the Mohammedan wailing and sbrleii- 
Ing, and tbe drums of the low casic, 
whose region, saiumted by the canal, 
has at last been evacuated, arc the 
only sounds In the great Mabratfa 
capital, which, at this season, used to 
teem with native life and European 
activity- The principal market, where, 
OQ another day, one ■ would ssc tbe 
fruiterer exposing his vegetables tor 
pnJe, and bear the cry of the milk-man. 
or doodh walloh. Is now deserted ■ a 
ciist-oa bit of clothing and a few 
empty packing cases mark his once- 
poBseaaed little sliop. Nor baa the 
hitter cup which India has had lo 
drlnli this time come to an end. It was 
only a few weeks ago that a great 
storm of rain and landslips occurred 
In tbe northern boundary line of the 
frontier. The swollen river ruabed 
down in mighty torrents, and swept 
everything before it away to eternity. 
Houses, villages, human beings, and 
cattle were all lost. Hundreds lost 
their lives. Following this grL-n 
spuctuL-le over which India had suffi- 
cient time to mourn the famine, -which 
at one time swept thousands of 
Hindoos off tbe face of the earrh, has 
come on again. Words fall nnd fall 
far short in describing the horrors o» 
the famine. Hundreds of villagers 
are dally arriving at tbe principal 
t„..„u .„ C'jjorat and the Puujaub, 
ragged, emaciated, and worn out. 
Pitiful hpctimeus of starred bumaulty 
in women and ehlldron, gaisplng out 
ror food with parched tongue and hol- 
low breasts

this time too. laid the ^-reat need of 
It-! (au^o before the public. Tbe Gen- 
eral, through tbe uolumn"! of the Cry, 
baa already appealed tor help, and we

Tbe system followed, too, is, I fancy, 
dlfCerent to that prevailing elsewhere. 
The ordinary plan, I believe, is for the 
speaker to give his views In a some- 
what lenKthy paragrapli, the interpret- 
er foIlowTiig' with a general statemeut 
of the samn. My plan is to deliver 
short sontcaccs, or half-sentences, as 
the case may be, the interpreter fol- 
lowing straight on. Imitating in tone 
and gesture the speaker, so that some- 
thing ol the feelicg of the latter Is 
felt in every sentence. By this meth- 
od, even where, as was said by a 
stranger the other day, "It was like n 
hot man speaking through a cold 
man," something of the heat qf the 
hot man comes through the cold man ; 
indeed, the cold man himself warms 
up before the audroBs iu through, and 
then you have the advantage of two 
hot men, 

, I would like here to give expression 
to the gratitude I feel to my translat- 
ors up and down the world. Were I 
a Monarch whose coBtom it was to 
distribute decoraUoDS to mark his ap- 
proval of services rendered, I should 
certainly give medals and crosses, as 
the case might be, to thtse dear com- 
rades for tneir services rendered the

and as quick to correct It opeuly. 
Moreover, when It comus to olU'-urK. 
can, as a rule, lend on llieir taccs 
whether they .nre undciEilaniilnfr r.nil 
following u.e ns I go along.

and Bometimes too waay. To iilgiit 
we hud too many, and the ci-owd trou- 
bled u?.

The year 1898 nloscd rathev promis- 
ingly of ■ peace and prosperity. Tbe 
■ Spanish-American IVar had been Con- 
cluded and the peace treaty hud been 
signed, by the terms of which Spain 
relinquished her uuveruifuiy over 
Cuba, Porto Kleo, and tlie Philippine 
Islands, ivlileb bevame U. S. A. pos- 
sessions, 'with the promise of ladopend- 
snce for Onhn. The United Stnlea 
paid "the sum of 20 mllllfin dnllnrs to 
Spain fdr the Philippine Islands. 

In Fraoee the Fashoda Question had 
Bfeatly agitated the public, and at one 
time It looked like war between Gi'ujil 
Britain and France, but the affair wao 
peaceably setllod. 

The Crete Insurrection had also been 
tormlnated, and Prluce George of 
Grceee had just taken hold of the 
governorship of the Island. The Czar 
had iBpupiT hlH fjimons Peace Keserlpt. 
and Canada had introduced p^nny 
postage within its dominion, as well as 
Cv-operatsd with the 3r!tl=h I.nporinl 
authorities In Introducing Penny Post- 
age to Englafld and the Colonics. So 
the New Year of 1800 opened pioplt- 
iousiy, but Tor a eluud ss big as a 
man's bond appearing over South Af- 
rica, 

We have, in past editloca dwelt upi> 
. the bistory of the present South Af- 
rican War, which old 1800 leaves as 
bis legacy to young 1000, therefore, 
we need not further touch on that is- 
sue. Tbe war begun on Oclober lotli, 
and It !s to bo feared, will last for 
some months yet. 

The Peaas Congress. 

*riie Czar's Peace Rescript met with 
.euthUBlaBtlu response wltb all friends 
of Peace and enproipK of Vt'ar, bui 
they were ratJier lu a smnll mlnorlly. 
Still, the fact that such n gathering 
was actaallj convoacd !s, !n itself, ii 
distinct gain to the cause of hurrianlty. 
Disarmament failed, but a tew modl- 
flcatloiis of the cruelty and suffering 
connected with war were diseuased 
and embodied in a document which 
most of the nations represented at 
The ±ingi(2 BubscrJuBil to. The con- 
gress was opened at "he Hngue, Hol- 
land, on Mny IStb, tlie Birthday of 
tbe Czar, nnd cloaeo on the Ist of 
August. 

The Philippine lelantls. 

The United Siatcs assumed nominal 
control or the Philippine Islands at 
the boslnnlng of the year, and a pro- 
elamation .to thnt effect was Issued 
by tbe ,U. S. A. autimritles, but met 
with a eountor-prcclnmntlon of Agln- 
.aldo, the Filipino Lander, who de- 
manded Independence for the'lslands, 
and wlio proclaimed himself as tbe 
Constitutional President of the Fili- 
pino Republic, From this action arose 
war between the Iflllpinos and the 
Americana, which hns lasted through- 
nut the entire year, and has demanded 
75,000 American troops, and the end 
thereof la not yet, 

TheTrlela andTroublaaof Pranoe. 

The F.aehodft Qiie.qtlon having been 
succeBBtully settled without wni 
France had to combat against Internal 
dlvffllon'i and rtrlfr, whicli was rlfo ii 
the beginning of the vear. Anarchists 
were- anxlona to upset the Kepublic, 
which was assailed also by thu Koyai- 
IstE and Imperialists, each nni^ious and 
WBitinff to spring a surprise on the 
Govemmont, and by creating dlsturb- 
.inces, flhd a pretest for usurping 
nower. President PaulE died on Feb. 
ifith, .".nd Toubet was ele-^ted, who h 
once showed himself a strong man, 
capable of managing a strong minis- 
try. 

The Dreyfus ease wac revived nnd 
a new trial granted.

The 
French GoTemment eonipromlsad 
mniiers hy pardoalns Dreyfus,, whose 
health was very precarious, and he 
was re-uaited with bis devoted wife 
and family. 

Tho Venezuelan Dispute. 

Thia affair, which hod for o brief 
moment created, four years ago, *. 
friction between Euglaud and the 
United States, had been submitted to 
arbitration, and the commission ivho 
convened at Paris early in the year, 
pronounced their award In October to 
the Btttisfactlon cf Great Britain and 
Venezuela. So anoLher bone of con- 
teatiou has been remove^. 

The Alaskan Boundnry. 

Nul so bticcessfui has baeu the ne- 
gotiations between Washington and 
Ottawa regarding the Alaskan bound- 
ary dispute. Great Britain was unable 
to suggest a mode of settlement satis- 
factory to hbth Governments, but a 
truce luls been agreed upon by n toin- 
porary boundary line, which has been 
moat Denetiein] in BireunlheulDg the 
good feeling which ought to exist be- 
tween neighbors. 

Australian Federation, 

On Februniy 2nd the Ave Australian 
Colonies iormuJated a plan of ieuma- 
tlon somewhat almll&r to the Domlnloi: 
of Canada, and subsequent polls of 
votes carried the proposal In e.-^\is-^ 
colony. This step la to be welcomed, 
as nrc all measures thnt tend lo unltc- 
brlug together— nnd tu do away with 
fencea between men. 

Samoa 

These Islands bad for some 
years been governed by a native King 
under the ndvlce of renresentatives 
of Great Britain, United States, aud 
Germany, This system appeared to 
work rather unsatisfactory and Its 
frictions provoked uprisings amoag the 
natives at the death of the old King. 
The prospects appeared rather d.ork, 
for Herlons conipllchtlons amons the 
three powers arose, but good 
Judgment prevailed over blind passion 
nnd a aottloment wus reached In Oc 
tobcr, whereby the' old form of govern- 
ment la abandoned, tbe D. S. A. retains 
one of the IsluudS, while Germniiy 
takes over the others, and Great Brit- 
ain receives in exchange of her eQuIty 
some other Islands In tlie Pacific, 
hitherto held by Germany, This 
an-nngement apparently Hallafled all 
parties concerned. 

Other Features of (898 
Ffuland, who hitherto hns enjoyed 
a certain measure of independence, 
since its Incorporation lu the Itusslan 
Empire, has felt the handof the Czar, 
who has over-ridden the Finland Par- 
liament, liy Issuing a decree demand- 
ing certain measures which eonnectb 
the Finnish army more with the gener- 
al nrmy of Kussla, and drafts Flnni^a 
regiments for service nnywhere in tho 
Empire. Norway and Sweden, hither- 
to under one King, although having 
separate Parliaments, have ooneetved 
a dislike for each other, and It Is 
feared tbe brunch may become serious. 
Among the most noteworthy dealhfc 
of the year have been the Count of 
Caprivl (Feb. C), former Chancellor of 
the German Empire ; the Czare- 
wltch. Grand Duke George, of Russia 
(July 10); ar.A the Kcv. Dwight Ii. 
Moody, the woll-knowa evangelist 
(Dec. 23).

These re'mlnderB, added to the reeog- 
nttioB whleh we already had ot the 
need, coEYlticed us tbat tbe column 
which we oi-e now starting would be 
both acceptable and UBcful. 

A corrssjracdeut'B commlBaiou It 
an Important one. The war iutellit;' 
eiice dlspotehed from tlic mllHary 
fleld iB only entrusted to men wJio 
hove proved tJioaiselves in posKeeslon 
of three QuallflcatlonB— power to see 
what Is of vita! Importance, ability to 
represent the same in an interesting 
manner, and a personal courage whlcii 
wilt thrust them far from the rear 
where nothing Is Been or heard of 
actual strife. 

These three great eggentlals ure uo 
lees to he looked for In the reporter 
ot Salvation donllietn. lu fut-t, with- 
out thaE, lie !h h'lt an lasuffldeut llnlc 
between the svcnt which occurs aud 
tile public which wants to know about 
it. 

The Corps OuiTt-spondeut tauSt havi- 
eyes to see. He must be able to 
discern between iiie unimportant and 
essential happenings of a day's Ught. 
How too often has the mlHtake bei'u 
made of missing Importance lu ti'lv- 
laUty. There are, (or Instance, lu al- 
most every series of Sunday's meet- 
tnga, at least one or more events which 
are origlnol In themselves and calcu- 
lated to hold Influence over the (utui*. 
Yet, m many cases, the Correspond- 
ent will wode throush the ordinary 
occurrences, which have been noted at 
least a dozen times before, and either 
forget or overlook the Important event 
altogether. Dlsecmmcnt is, therefore, 
a great need, and a gift which shoi.l 
and must he cultivated. 

Then, a Correspondent must present 
bis Information In the quickest, clear 
eat, and moat readable form possible. 
There is a v/ay of making even the 
most Interesting facta appear the dnl- 
leat, the dlfTerenec belUK entirely made 
hy the dry aud generally lengthy style 
In which tlie report In wrltien. 

The General's rule fcv speak Uir la as 
appropriate to the spet 'h of the pen— 
"Hare something to sny, say it, stop !" 
It will repay every Correspondent and 
Immeasurably Increnp hln vnlne to 
the war If he will cultivate tbe art ot 
presenting his reports in the most 
terse and effective manner possible. 

Finally, the Corps Correspondent 
should be in himself a ;ront-rnnk man. 
If he Is absent from the open-air, miss- 
ing at the knee-drlU, and not In evid- 
ence at the prayer miatings, he will 
have to depend upon hi iirsay for what 
may occur at tbese engngements. Only 
being on tbe apot at the time an event 
occurs can lend the glow of Inspira- 
tion to the reporter's pencil. It is 
scarcely necessary to assert that the 
Corresnondent should, lu all eases 
and at all times, be endued with the 
spirit of the war.

Tho leader of the South African 
fOECes' baO not' lone returned from Ills 
mtroduetory tour in the Eastern Div- 
ision— where the preparations for wiir 
on.t)ie pjirt of the Bi'ltlsJi military 
authorities wore becoming mora and 
more formidable— when our Special 
Cbrresppndent sought and obtained an 
interview with. him for llie bcnulll of 
War Cry readers, 

"Did you catch any glimpses of the 
war, sir 7" 

"Well, 80 far as actual figliliag Is 
concerned, of course not ; luit the 
slgnu of wpr were everywhere to bo 
seen, especially round and about 
Queenstown, tbe last place I visited. 
Here there was clear evidence that we 
were not very far distant from the line 
of difficulty. Sut let me say at the 
outset that to an ordinary person our 
experldnce of the past few days would 
have been full of the seuButlonai. Wi' 
lantlfld at Port Elizabeth nil right, and 
had a good time, with a tnir share «-' 
blessing for soldier, saint, and sinner ; 
but Bcitlng aT,'ay when our work was 
done was (juite auoincr thing, as we 
discovered our retreat by rail waa cul

"In order Ihul onr British and olher 
rronirndes acroas the sens may better 
comprehend oar present position here 
In South Africa, will you Ulndly esc- 
plain, CommlKsioner, how the war la 
affeetlug us— a parL of tne one great 
Snlviitiou Army ?" 

"1 reply first by saying, to the credit 
of South African Salvationists, that 
mnay of onr dear refugees and other 
comrades are standing true to God 
and the Army, bravely fighting on and 
holding their minds as clear from the 
exciting and engrossing questions thai 
are enpadne the attention of every- 
I)ody else as much as It Is possible for 
flesh and blood to dc; bnt, on the 
other band, there is no doubt the 
present unhappy condition of affairs 
hns hit, and Is still hitting, u8 very 
hard. For example, n number of oui 
di-'iir pcopie are ui the frouC of both 
forces, A greater number still have 
been compelled to leave their homes 
and all their belongings, with comfort- 
able, if not inxurlant, surroundings, 
taking np their abode In new places 
niid among fresh faces, in many eaeeii 
with nothing more than they stood uii- 
rlght In. 

"The commercial centres In wlilrli 
they now find themBeives are already 

Overrun with Labsr, 

and, conKO(]uently, they are utterly un- 
able to get any sort of work, the resuli 
hehig tlmt liotii they, and 
thelv . wives and chUdi'on .ire 
now. In maay cases, suffering 
severely, and If there be a long 
prolongation of the struggle their fyi' 
vnllons must be acute. 

" Under all the distressing elrcum- 
ptnneee, however, they are bearing up 
as eheerfiilly as possible, holding up 
their heads and keeping a brave lieait 
like true and wcll-savod S.a,'ail:i'U5ts, 
How some ol them are going to wea- 
ther tbe storm tu the end, I am unable 
to saj', or course, most of the towns 
ore BO full of excitement that our 
congregations are suii'erlng, to. say 
nothing of the number of corps that 
have had to bo entirely closed up eom- 
P'jlso-lly In Important centres like 
Jolinnnesbnrg, Pretoria, Kiniberiey, 
Pletermarltzburg, and so on. As ii, 
pretty well known by this time, prac- 
tically all our work In the Transvaal 
and Orange Free State, as well as
